Temperatures over the southern 


two-thirds of Florida and extreme 
southern Texas were reported in 
the 60s or higher. 


The Northeast began to emerge 


from winter's icebox. New Eng- 
land was warmer after some low 
readings last night. Inland! south- 
ern New England reported 0 to 


• 5 above readings and tempera- 


tures in the teens along the coast. 


Parts of New York began a slow 


thaw after low readings ranging 
from 3 in Albany to 12 in Buffalo 
and Elmira. Watertown's 52 inch- 
es of snow was being Increased 
by a light snowfall. 


Below zero readings continued 


their hold in the Plains states and 
northern Midwest. One of 
the 


coldest readings was -24 in Wau- 
sau, Wis. 


The coldest sustained tempera-

1,170 Arrive 
in the U.S. 
From Cuba

MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — Another 


1,170 Cuban refugees, many pale 
from seasickness after a night on 
heavy seas, found asylum today 
in the United States. 


The American freighter Shirley 


Lykes brought them to Port Ever- 
glades, the port of Fort Lauder- 
ctale, and to a free way of life for 
which they 
had 
sacrificed 
all 


their material possessions. 


Many were old, in poor condi- 


tion, and torn by conflicting emo- 
Lions. They were happy to escape 
from Cuban Prime Minister Fidel 
Castro's Communist state, but sadl 
to leave their native land. 


Some of the aged and the ill 


who had walked aboard! the ship 
in Cuba were taken off on stretch- 
ers on the orders of Dr. Benning 
Lary, Miami surgeon who rode 
the vessel. 


The Shirley Lykes brought the 


human cargo back in the space 
which had been used to deliver 
7,000 tons of ransom supplies to 
Cuba in exchange for the Bay of 
Pigs captives who were released 
just before Christmas. 


A staff of Red Cross nurses had 


worked through the night adminis- 
tering to the sick, most of whom 
were stricken by seasickness.

And a new em- 
phasis on research and education 
has boomed these outlets for pri- 
vate donations.

Tax collectors have allowed de

Others may be les 
quick to dip into their pockets,
